- /& Ki 2 antiquitie; that God hath 
MAaCl j2/A7 appointed in this worlde 
ES [>the certayne continuance 
(NJ Ke Ibo Monarchies, eftats, ad 
RY &ZYVa>- CA fathilies, hath lymited rhe 
proſperity and thfaledome of tations, and 
bounded the very liuesof all menliuing:ne- 
uerthelefſe as well in matters of ſtate as pri- 
uate thoſe are founde moſte ditrabie which 
retayne and keep the greateſt perfe&ion 
and excellencye tromtheir creator: Some 
being ordained toſerue for miniſters of his 
furie, otherſome for examples of his diuine 
bounty and grace, For we ſee many men and

ſundry eſtates whome God hath from moſte 


-—- 


baſe foundations and- petty beginninges 


raiſedand aduaunced to the moſt ſupreame 
degree ofpower anddignity,inueſting them 
with mighty Empires and boundlefſe king- 
domes. With whoſe power as of men little 
yertuous, it hath pleaſed the aſmightye to 
ſerue himfelfe, but as witha ſcourge to pu- 


haue 
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haue beene ratified from God aboue in this 
molt ſoueraigne degree of all humaine ma- 


_ inrecompence of their holineſle of life 
and ynreprouabledealing __ men. Bur 


ſo ſoone as the one orthe other, beganneto 
forgetthe occaſion for which they were pla- 
_ inthis world, which was to ſer forth the 
kingdom, honour and glory of God onely: 
whome they together with all men oughtto 
confeſle to betheir general Lord and fathers 
and that they haue gonne a boute by falſe 
pretextes, and ſiniſter meanes to aduaunce 
their owne priuathonorand glory, and not 
that oftheir great Lord and maiſter , Then 
God whoalone raigneth whome onely we 
oughte to ſerue, caſteth them downe head- 
long, deſtroyeththeir monarchies , deſola- 
teth their kingdomes,and rooteth our their 
poſterity from offthe face of the earth. 

For example the crowne of Caſtile,aunct- 
ently , alittle country gouerned by Iudgesy 
afterwardes by Earles, inthe cnd by Kings, 
created through the beneficence of Samſon, 
the fourth ofthat name King of Navarre,ſir- 
named, Samſon the Great , was by 7/abel v- 


{ſurped fromthedaughter of Henrye laſte of 
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that name,Kinge of Caſtile: the ſaide 7/abell 
matched inmariage with Ferainando, ſonne 
to king Iohn of «Aragon whoſe kingdoms en- 
creaſed almoſt in our memory into a migh- 
ty puifſaunce and ſtate, But for that the pof- 
ſcflors therofnot reſting content with thoſe 
blesfings which God hath giuen them here 
on earth, haue in hoſtile maner inuaded the 
Countries and poſlesſtons of other Princes, 
they ſeeme at this preſente to menace their 
own ruine,as I hopeto dilate more at large, 

This Prince then, ambirious, if cuer were 
any inthis world, amongſt other his famous 
feates of Armes, tothe ende toinueigle the 
earle of Rowsillon, from Charles the eighte 
king of Fraxce, madeno bones to abandon 
his owne Coulin Germaine, and brother in 
law Ferdinando, kinge of Naples to the furie 
of thoſe Armies whome Charſs the cight 


marched againſt him forthe recouery ofthe - 


fayd kingdome. Then during the raigne of 
Lewes,the twelfth breaking al conditions of 
League and amitye, forcing the degree of 
kindted and alliaunce, which hee had with 
Frederickthen king of Naples,he confedera- 
red with king Lewes to —— 
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of his kingdome of Naples, andto ſhare it 
betweene them two (as in effe&ethey did. ) 
Afterwarde vnder a collour of ſupporting 
Pope Julius the ſecond, his quarrel] againſte 
the Emperour Maximilian and the kinge of 
Fraunce, but ofatrothforvery tcare he had 
of the greatnes of our king, who then might 
haue chaſed himeaſely out ot his vniuſtpol- 
{ſcſlions, whichhe heldin Italic: he entertai- 
ned the Pope indeadly grudge againſte him, 
and ſtirred vp the king of Englandeand the 
Switzers to warre vppon his iacke,, Inuaded 
likewiſe from his owne niece Catherine (vn- 
der pretextthat hirhusband was adherente 
to the French King) the kingdome of Na- 
aarre her owne proper inheritance; which 
when he had conqueſted, hee could find no 
better deuiſcto aflure itvnto himſelfe then 
by a falſe pretence proteſting howe he was 
rcady to make reſtirution thereof to his 
neece: conditionally that Ieſtthe ſhould be 
too much ouer ſeen, a truceſhould be acor 
ded him for a yeere with the king of Fraunce 
during which inliew of reſtocing it, he for- 


tified al placestherofasmuch as he po rſibly 


could, razed althe reſt ofthe citries, fotre(- 
{es 
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ſes and Citradels:making expreſle inhibiti- 
on, that there ſhoulde not be any tillage of 
the earthatal,tothe end he mighttake away 
all meane of recouering the places by him 
v{urped and fortifiedinthe fayd kingdome. 
Yetthis wasnotall : For with his force hee 


could finely ſow his ſubrilty, and helpe him- 
ſelfe with the cloake of relio10n,to make his 
peter oat. Fate gn

matters the better, cauſing to excommunt- 


cate the kinge of Nauarre, husbande to his 
laidn cece, forthathe had taken the parte 

of king Lewes, the twelttha Prince ſo good 

and ſoholy, that as yetofvs all hee is called 
by none other name,thena fainr,anda very 
father of the people, and vpon this excom- 
munication he ſeme very many preachers 
into the kingdom torturne the peoples harts 
from the obedience of their true kinge and 
Queenetheir lawful} Princes, Andwhat with 


this matrer ſucceeding ſo well vnto him;and 


what with the deathofthe ſaydekinge and 
Queene of Navarre which hee ſawe tell out 
ſoone afrer withitveight monerhs rogerher, 
hee ſifftered bis young nephewe Honrytheir 
fonnerobee wayned' yppe by cerraine mi- 
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for the ſame effece ſent vnto him ſome ex- 
prelly himſelfe, who drawing the Pope in- 
to hatred, for the wronge don vntotheir fa- 
ther, to excommunicate him at the inſtance 
of his vncle Ferdinando, who longe before 
had gaped for that kingdom, itwas no hard 
matter for them to tranſporte the heartof 
theſe young Princes eſpecially that of Mar- 
garet his wifes (iſtertothe great king Frax- 
cis from the hatredof the Pope to the hatred 
ofhis yery religion it ſelfe. 

This is then the iuſt and true meane by 
which the Crowne of Caſtile hath receaued 
her ample encreaſe , by annexing to itſo 


goodly a kingdom as is that of Nauar, But 


what fell out afterwardes ? Ferdinando en- 
ioyed ita ſmall time, nomore thenhedid 
the reſt ofal his other Kingdomes,God per- 
mitting themto paſle vnto another famely, 
8tharhis childre,both male & femile, who 


- weremany in number ſhuld die before him, 


except onely Joan who was maried to Phi- 
{4p Arch-duke of Auſtria,a generous Prince, 
but of a very ſhort life ; after whoſe deceaſe 
ſhe fell;beſide her ſelfe,leauing notwithſtan- 


ding bchinde her the two greate Princes 
Charles 


WR 
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Charles & Ferdinando ſons begotten by the 


Arch-dukeother owne body. 


This Prince / har{esbeeing come to the 
Crowne by the death of the ſaid Ferdinando 
(for he ruled King,notwithſtanding his mo- 
ther Joan was aliue detained as priſoner 
by him) ſoughte byall mzanes poslible the 
alliaunce of Fraunce promiſed by infinite 
Treaties (eſpecially in that of Noyon )to be 
accomptable for the kingdom of Nauarre, 
which for all tha the ncuer was. And taſting 
moreand more the ſweetnes ofcomaniding, 
he got vnto him,& made ſpeedie prouiſton 
for himſelte of the two militaric Orders: of 
that of Saint Iames and of that of / alatraua 
in Spaine,to the preiudice ofhis brother, to 
whom they were reſigned: opened his eyes 
alſo tothe Empire,obrainedir , & enioyed 
allthe Kingdoms and Seigniories both left 


him by Ferdinando of Arragon and theſe 


which his mother the foole held:likewiſe the 
Eſtates of Flanders and the prouinces there 
vnto annexed, leauing his ſaid brother only 
ſome corner of a country towards eAnſtria, 
wherewith after ſome wrangling betweene 


them he did as a modcrate prince content 
T B him 
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himſelfe being neuer afterwards much moo- 
ued againſt his brother new created Empe- 
rour,but becauſe he was ſtill egging him to 
re{igne to his ſon Philip now at this preſent 
raigning ,the eſtate of King of Romanes, 
whereof he was poſleſt, tothe ende Philip 
mighr ro the preiudice of the ſaide Feras- 
zanao his vncle ſucceed inthe cmpire, | 

Ambition moſt afſuredly is a thing great- 
lie dereſtable before God, who will haue 
men to content theſe]ues with the lot which 
he giucth them in rhe earth, burthe pretexts 
which are taken of the pure ſeruice of God, 
for an other ſubieR,are worſt of all, and crie 
for vengeance before hisholy face, _ 

L will not faythis prince Charles thefirſt, 
ynder collor of defending the catholike re- 
ligionin Germany went abour(as ſom haue 
ſaid)to-inuade the eſtate and libertie of the 
princes of Germany:but this 1 will aduouch 
that hee and Philip king of Sparzze his ſonne 
baue employed themſeclues (by confeſst- 
on of his owne men, and none of his mea- 
neſt ſeruanres ,the one of thein-yet living, 
as [ thinke , the Seigneur de Champigny, not 
long ſince high Treaſurer in Fl/aunders,bro- 


ther ro the Cardinal Grande!) towards the 
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proteſtants of Germany,tollowingrhe ſteps 
of the aboucfaid Ferdinade of Arragon their 
predecetour, to cauſe the deceaſed king of 
Navarre to bee inſtructed inthe opinion of 
Luther, to the ende to make him the further 
frothe crown of France,trom the alliance of 
the Frech, & fro the recoueryot his kingdom 
of Nauar. Bur the who ſcqduceth bur a htle 
ſimple child be pronounced by Gods owne 
mourh to be of worſer ſtate then ifhee were 
caſt into the bottome of rhe ſea, witha mil- 
ſtone tyed abouthis neck, what [hal his iudg 
ment be towards him, who ſ{cduceth not on- 
ly a child, but cauſeth othersto ſeducea king 
& a whol kingdome?bur rhisnot ſorting fo 
good effc& as they coulde with, there were 
5 0000.crownes ſent tothe king of Nauarre 
then,befides ſome horles in gift to moue the 
war in France,th2 which 50000.crownes for 


a] that wer refuſed witneſſes goo] ynough of . 


this moſt wicked inclination & vile affe io 
ofthe King of OI be the Marqueſlar 
of Saluces, vpon the which hee hath cauſed 


2. ſeuerall cnterpriſes to be made by his ſon 
inlaw the Duke of Savoy (at the firſt it was + 


recoucred by the ſage conduct of Mounſeur 
= B 2 ae 
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de Rhets Marſhall of France) and the perni- 
cious league made forthe ruine of al Frace, 
nay rather of all the Eſtates of wink Wee 
need no other teſtimony of his good nature 
and diſpofiton towards cuerie one of vs, the 
places borrowedin Germazy fromthe Arch- 
biſhop of Liege and / 0/014, there to foyſt 
in his garriſons whenhee liſt, and tolcuell 
right from thence atthe empire, tothe pre- 
wudice of his cooſens, the children of Ferdt- 
zando of eAuſtna, vader ſhew ofmakingri- 
pire againſtthe Proteſtants of Germantezfor 
the good of the Catholik religion forſooths: 
his practiſes paſt, and cuerie day putin vre 
10 Iralie, his agents ſent into Poland, Den- 
marke, England, Scotland, and other cor- 
ners ofthe world ſay the ſame :and wel may 
we likenthe king of Spazze to thoſe, who de- 
taining aninheritance wrongtullic, ſeek by 
greater veouge and outrages to driue the 
| true heirs farther from the recouerie of their 
owne.But the iudgments of God aregreat, 
his counfels woonderfull,and the effe&es of 
his iuſtice incſtimable. Heſuffereth, accor- 
ding to theApoſtles faying,thatwebe coms 
fie puniſhed by thoſe againft whom we _ 
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treſpaſſed. The king of Spaznes fathers, and 
he himſclfe haue ſoughtby all means to ru- 
ine thc kinges of Fraunce, and particularlie 


Henry the fourth, raigning at this prefent : 


and by abuſing the muffler of religion to 


recoylethis lawful ſucceſſor from the crown 
of France,whom they ſee full of yalour, and 
fed (as they ſay) with the bloud and marrow 
ofthe Lion,ready preſt one day to chalenge 
his 1uſt inheritance. But God who hateth him 
more who abufeth the holie name of reli- 
gionthan him who hauing bene ſeduced by 
purpoſed malice(as our king hath)hath tur- 
ned from it: would that this king ſhould bee 
newe borne, who becingdeliuered from ſo 
manie ſnares laide to entrappe and ſnare 
him, hathreceiued the Crowne of Fraunce, 
preſented vnto him by a puifſant Armie, 
who hath ſubmitted it ſelf vnto him, with all 


the greateſt States and honeſteſt people of 


France. And when? Euen then when althe 

world iudged him by the malicious cariages 

and practiſed death of the deceaſed king 

Hewry the third the fartheſt from the diadean 
thereof, 

Germanie for her partſhee openeth her 

| cies 
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eiesto defend her ſcife againſt this kinge of 
Spainc, whoas ancayle Woolcih to holde 
already in his raletsthe empire of the whole 
world: Thelike doth Iralic: and already this 
building of kingdomes patched together of 
ſo many vſurparions beginneth ro diflolue 
and ſhake in ſunder. Already the ſtates of 
Holand and Zeeland, knowing by the iuſte 
iudgement of God howe wrongfully they 
were forced and diſtracted from the obedi- 
[ence of laqueline of Henald their Countes 
and lawtull Princeſſc ( who for to ſaucher 
owne ſclte was conſtrained to forſake her e- 
ſtate)haue puld their necks out ofthe yoke, 
\and made themſelues free, chooſing rather 
to die then to be ſubiea ro a Domination ſo 
intollerable as isthatofrhe proud Spaniard. 
The prouinces of Zutphen and Guelares 
taken away from their Jawtull Seigneurs by 
the deede of guifres which the Jaſte Duke 
{ harles of Bourgunate who died before Nan 
cie ſoughrtro ger at the handes of Duke Ar- 
zaldthen his priſoner, tothe preiudice ofeA 
aolf his ſonne;, haue {liptthe coller alſo of bis 
obedience andthe Country of Frizelande 


hathdon no lefle. 
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The beſt aduiſed inhabitants ofthe lowe 
Countries of Flaunders Henald and Artois 
held out their armesto the king of Fraunce, 
(nor onely forthe exceſhue impoſitions { as 


of paying two ſhillings forthe grinding ofa / 
uarrer of whzate, foure ſhillings for a cow 


which 1s for the (laughter, or kept to giue 


milke, and other ſuch like perty taxes, for 
which they pay full deere in Flaunders) but 


- for that they knowthatthey are of the anct- 


ent Demaines of the crown of France, Flan- 
ders, making one of the members of the 
kingdome .and being one ofthe principall 
ſcares of the twelue Peeres. They crve witha 
lowde yoice that itwas notin the power of 
king Fraunces the firſt (then priſoner) ſoto 
abandon and giue themaway: and thart in 
this caſe there oughtto be reſtitution made 
ſeeing the lawe is held currant of all, thata 
priſoner locked yp faſt inpriſon(as wasthen 
the ſaid king)hee isnot bound to performe 
any promiſe made, but remaineth afterward 
in liberty ofhis faith. 

Thoſe of Lille, Douay and Orchies,prin= 
cipall cities ofthe low Countries, do know 


and canteſſc how by right they appertainto 
| the 
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the kinge of Frawzce: for Philip the Hardy 
hauing promiſed Charles the fifte kinge of 
Fraunce,(who let him haue them at his mari- 
age with the inheritrix of F/aunders) to re- 
turne againe them vnto his right ſo ſoone as 
God ſhoulde haue called vnto hum Lewes de 
Mayle Earle of F/aunders his father 1n lawe : 
and bound himlceltc by contra& paſte at Pe- 
ronn the twenty of September 1368, vnder 
obligation, ot hunſelfe, his heyres and ſuc- 
ceſlors, and vpon paine of the Apoſtolicall 
cenſures, wheruntothe king of Spameſtands 
anſwerable ypon perill of his owne ſoule. 
Andas for Milan,Sicilie & Naples, all the 
world knoweth what rights Fraunce hathin 
them all. 
| And asforthe kingdom of Matorica, the 
Zarldomes of Sardinia and of Rouſſillon 
our of whichareas yet owingto the Crown 
of France, the 300. thouſand crowns which 
Lewes the cleuenth disburſed, when they 
were engaged to him for that ſumme: Lewes 
of eAn:9w had the gift thereof, which the La- 
die Marqueſle of Montferrat ,fiſter andlaw- 
tull heire to Iames the laſt king of Matorica | 
preſented him. 
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As for Bi{eay,it appertained to the Duke 
d'Alenzou of Fraunce by the right ofhismo- 
ther Mariade Lara,Lady ofthe faid country: 
bur ſhee could neuer recouer her preroga- 
tiue from Henry ſecond of that name kinge 
of Caſtile, earle of Triſtemara, inucſted (ci- 
2nieur thereof by theaide & only armes of 
Charles 5. king of Fraunce,who ſent hither 
Bertrand de Gueſclinhis Conſtable to ceaze 
it for Henriesright, who inſtalled him therin. 
Andby this king, albeita baſtard, commeth 
all che title that king Phill; at this preſente 


raygning hath in Spaine: as in like manner 


\ fromthe ide of Baſtardes commeth all the 


rights andtitles which he pretendeth to Mz- 
lan,Naples,Sicilia,which are notasyetintoo 
great aſſurancero him. 

As for Arragon, beſide the quarrell of the 
donation made by Pope Martin ſucceſlor of 


N:cholas,to Philip the third king of Fraunce, 


Or to Charles his ſecond ſonne to the preiu- 
dice of Peter kinge of Arragon, husbande of 
Conſtance, the daughter of Manfroy of Na- 


ples, and baſtarde to Fredericke the ſecond 


Emperourand king of Naples :& the rights 


of Mathew of Caſtelbon, Earle of Fo:x and 
C Bearne, 
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Pearnt, on the behalfe of Joane the daugh- 
ter of Iohn ſonto king Peter of eArragon: (a- 
uing alſo the deedes of guift paſte by Rene 
& Anios king of Siciha to Lewes the eleuenth 
king of Fraunce; by whoſe only aide he was 
crowned king of :Arragoninthe citty of Bar 
cellona; the houſe of Lorrame may pretende 
herinalſo ſom right, bicauſe of Yo/ant daugh 
ter to the Duke of Bar maried to Lewes of 
eAntou, who was forced to compound foral 
rights for one hidred {1xty thouſand Florin. 

And as for Portugal, It1sa thing asyet of 
very (lender aſſurance inthe houſe of Spain, 
as well by reaſonoftheauncientemnity and 
an old quarrel] which is betweene theſe two 
prouinces, as for the rights which may bee 
pretended therinamongſt other by the ſuc- 
ceſlors cither hauing rightfrom the houſe of 
Bolarng fro which the cory of Boulenors in 
Picard) is atthis preſet anexedto thecrown 
of Fraunce. For _—_ kinge of Portugall 
marying with Mahault or Mathilda coun- 
teſſe of Bo/ommp,had by her twochildren & it 
fel outas ſhe was inthe country of Boulenors 
toſertte order inthe affaires of herhusband 


the Earle, theK* of Portugal being rauilhed 


with 
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with the beauty of Beatr:z;baſtard daughter 
to eA4/fonſoſurnamed the ſage,or Aſtrologran, 
King of Caſtile, Leon and Toledo, where al 
things were ſo well agreed vppon betweene 
them two,that this Caſtilian king without 0- 
therceremonie maried her, leauing Mathil- 
da,wholiued twelue yeares, during this diſ- 
honeſt mariage or rather concubinage: and 
being returned into Portugall, was forced 
to returne into Fraunce to make her com- 
plaintes to the king,andafterwards to Pope 
Alexander the fourth, who ſoone excommu- 
nicated the Portugal king and his new mar- 
ried wife. Neuertheleſfle the children of this 
his illigetimar wife did not forbear to viurp 
the kingdom fro thoſe who werlawfullicbe- 

otten on his firſt, Raynucriothe D. of Parma 
atthis preſenthathalſo moſt apparant right 
on the part of Mariahis mother daughter to 
Edward,lonto king Emanuelof Portugak the 
king of Spazz who hath vſu:peditbeing ifſu- 
ed but of one of Emanuels daughters, & Rai- 
nucio beingdeſcended ofthe ſon:there com- 
meth alſo a third chalenger, Don Antonio K. 
of Portugal, who'isrhe ſon preteded baſtard 
of Lewes the clderbrother of Edward: butle 
gitimatcd by the Pope &by ſentence of the

| 
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ofthe holy Sea, who after the full ſcanning 
of his title was elected king of portugall by 
the people, accordingto the mentalllaw of 
thatkingdome. 

The kinge of Fraunce Herry the fourth 
demandeth the kingdome of Nauarre asto 
him appertaining by the right of his mother, 
heire to that Carherime aboue ſaid, the neece 
of Ferdinand» of Arragon:whoſe proper in- 
heritance which was that kingdome, cannot 
be thusloſt to her dommage, when her hus- 
band ſhould haue fallen into ſom enormous 
faulte. To him appertayne the places of 
Softerra depending from al antiquity of that 
kingdome which Queene Ifabell the firſte 
witc of Ferdinandoby her teſtament, and 
for diſcharge of her conſcience gaue or- 
der that they ſhoulde bee reſtored, as ha- 
uing bene vſurped by thoſe of Caſtile from 
Nauerre, To him appertaine moreouer the 
Duchies of Gandia Mount-blanc in Ar- 
ragon,and Pegnafiel: the Earledome of Ri- 
bargorcea, the Infantaſgo of Caſtile, the 
cittie of Balaguer, and the Townes of Ca- 
ſtrocheris, Harao, Villalon, Cuellar, the 
which king 7ohn father to Ferdinando of Ar- 


ragon. 
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ragon gaue to the kingdome of Nauarre : 
ypon condition that in recompence there- 
of, he might enioy the ſaid kingdom during 
his lite, whether hee had ifſue or nor by his 
marriage with Blanch ey. cu to Charles 
king of Nauarre third of thatname, beeing 
the little ſonne of Philip 4Evurenx of the 
houſe of France: and there arcalſo due yn- 
to his Maicſtic foure hundred twenty thou- 
ſande one hundred and tweluec Florins of 
gold, ſix(hillings cight deniers; money of 
Aragon,as wel can witnefle the mariage of 
the ſaid Blanchto the reftitution of all which 
territories and to the paiment of cuecrie pe- 
nic of theſe ſums the king of Spaine ſtandes 
bounden yetat this day. 

 Thisis not al, the veric kingdome of Ca- 
flile may lawfullie be called in queſtion for 
the king of France,as being the true ſucceſ(- 


ſour of Saint Lewes: and herein can bee no. + 


preſcription alledged. For itis neuer admit- 
ted in matters concerning kingdomes, and 
things purchaſed by fraudulent dealing. His 
Maieſties right is this, Henrie the firſt ofthe 
name king of Caftile and Toledo, ſonne to 
Alphonſo the 4. of Caſtile, and to Leonora, 

C3 daugh- 
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daughterto Henrie the ſecond,king of Eng 


lana,and to that Leonora, whome Lewes the 

oung king ot France pur away, and dyins 
dots... 0c by the ul of a 2 Ravug _ 
his hcadec,lefthis ſiſters : rhe elder called 
Blanch,mother of S. Lewes:the ſecond , Be- 
renguere,wite of the king Dor Alfonſo of Le- 
02,and th2 third, Leonora wite to the king of 
ragon. 

Nowe when the ſaide Berengmere by or- 
dinanuce of Pope Jnnocext the chirde of 
that name, had bene ſeperated from the 
King of Leoz her husbande, for that they 
were neere in Conſanguinirie together : 
ſhee retyred her ſelfe after that tovvardes 
Henrie her brother , with her ſonne Ferad:- 
2ando, whichiſhee had by the King of Leon, 
and hauing gotten infinite fauourites inthe 
court of Caſtrle,ſecing the King Saint Lewes 
farre diſtant from her , and much buſted 
in other warres,ſhee handled her matters ſo 
cunningly to the preiudice ofthis S. Lewes, 
ſhe cauſed her ſon Ferdinandoto bee eleaed 
King of /afti/eand Toledo, vppon the confi- 
derhope which ſhe gauethe Caſtilians, that 
intheperſon ofher ſonſhould the kingdom 


of 
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of Leon be reunited tothatof Caſtile, &that 
they ſhuld auoid by this mean the dominari- 
on ofa French Prince being but a ranger a- 
mongſt them. S. Lewerpdatin quickly to 
look & to make inſtice for his Kingdoms a- 
gain:but whilſt they did finelyhold him play 
with fair promiſes, to reſtore him al again:he 
being not able to tranſport himſelfe rhe- 
ther by reaſon of his warres in hande, the 
vvhole remained amongeſt them cuer 
lince. 

Iknowe well the Spaniardes alleage,that 
S. Lewes compoiided afterwards by means 
of the mariage of his daughter Blanch with 
Ferainando of Leon, ſon to Alfonſo the wiſe 
Aſtrologian,ele&ed in fauourofthe French 
to be Emperour of Germany, againſt Rz- 
chardſon to King lohn of England: But grant 
wethatit were ſo, which notwithſtanding, 


can neuer be accorded them,the K.of France 


remaineth not withour a ſecond right tothe 


! faid Kingdoms. For afterwardes God per- 
| muitting not, that anie ſo vniuſt vſurpation 
; ſhouldtakeplace, eA/fon/o the ſage was de- 
poſed anddepriued ofthe Empire by Ro- 


dulfe, cleged and placed in his roome, 
in 
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in his owne life time : was alſo bereaued by 
Sancio his ſecond ſonne of part of his king- 
domes thoroughthe aide ofa Moore-king, 
named Mahomet Myr of Granado, with 
whom this Sazcio made league to war vp- 
on his tather: whereupon Altonſo growing 
into great indignation, and fearing leaſt he 
ſhould diſpoſleſle the little infantes iſſued of 
his ſecond ſonne Ferdinando de /a Cerada, 
but then latelie dead, ro whome the king- 
domes did of right appertaine : he gaue him 
his curſe and lifnbetited him, declaring by 
his Teſtament for heire in his kingdomes 
the eldeſt borne ſonne of his elder ſon, and 
incaſche might not poſleſle them did ſub- 
ſtirute ro the preiudice of his two other 
ſonsIohn and Iames,Philip ſon to S. Lewes, 
ynto whom (pricked with the teſtimonie 
ofhis owne conſcience)hee confeſſed theſe 
kingdoms of Caſtile and Toledoto apper- 
taine, And incaſetherights of Saint Lewes 
ſhould come to ceaſe and faile, that then 
theſe realmes ſhould come to the children 


of the ſaid Ferdinando d: la Cerds, whereof | 


thercis as vet ſome remainder in Spaine, | 


which poſsible will not be content to bee

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ronguetycdfor cuer. And one ofthe deſce- 
dants of this Ferdinando dela Cerde , Alfonſus 
who was father to John d'E£/pagne Conſtable 
of Fraunce, behauing himſelte asa kinge of 
{aſtile and Toledo made apteſent ro Philip 
d-Eureux king of Nauarre ofthe country of 
Guipuſcoa , eAlaua,and Rrora,which had ben 
territories and appurtenauncesof Nauarre: 
all which the kinge of Fraunce who 1s atthis 
preſent, may as yet as kinge of Nauarrere- 
claime and iuſtlie challenge for his owne 
right. | OO ofc 7 one 
L will notſtaie my felfe-at infinite vther 
rights,which not onely Fraunce burthe Em- 
pire, and other particular Princes may pre- 
tendinthe dominion & countries which the 
king of Spain holdeth(who by alluſisto the 
houſe of «Auſtrich may be called Riche of o- 
thermens goods.)Iwill not touchtheſhare 
which the king of Spainsdaughrersmay pre 
tend with his ſonne, aswell inthe kingdome 
of Leon, as in othergoods partable from all 
times betweene ſons anddaughtetrs; Little 
will Lalſo ſpeake of the fienall otmmage of 
the diuiſion of lands and: goods'/pretended 
by the defun&e»Emperout Ferdmands of 
G D Auſtria 
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eAvſtria,againſt Charles the firft his brother, 
farherto Nis king of Spaine Phillp rayning 
atthis preſent. 

What ſhould Icounte the reuoults which 
arcdaily praQiſcd in theindies by reaſon of 
the intollerable impoſts, which the king of 
Spaine maketh them endure, who conſtrai- 
neth them to pay cuery yeare (as in Spaine 
likewiſc) their partfor the obtaining of the 

[Popes Bull, that they may eate ficſh,egges, 
| d cheeſe vponfrh dayes, both the men 
and women, poore and rich, of citties and 
vilkages, all without difference from ſcucn 
yeares of age ypwardes. And vrgeth them 
to this inconliderartion of the expences he is 
at in obtaining the ſaide Bull, which none 
| | may refuſe to. take, albeit he woulde neuer 
eatc butter and cheeſe in all his life, And 
thatwhich is taken for ahead in Spaine, is 
two Reals which is.rwelue pence ſterling, 
and in the Indies is taken for euery on 
cightcene or tweetity Reales: Counte you 

| aferths ratewhat:icdoth amounte vnto in 
* ſuch a worldaf ,people:and without the for- 
ide Bull,nonemay nor oughtnor (as ſaye 
theſe gaodhurclings preachers of Pd 
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} be buried in hallowed groiid,noronce come 
' within the Church doore.' O abhominable 
abuſe!© ſinne againſte the holy-ghoſt! of

thoſe who | terming themſelues detendours 
of religion, ſell vnto their owne ſubicas, 
the help & ſuccour whichrhey fay to obtain 
for the hcalth of their foules ! Sec what a 

oodly reuenewe this is , and like to bee 
b long time fauored of God. Bur in the 
meane time itis the greateſt ofall Spaine. 
O miſerable and ynnaturall French men, 
who cloſing your ciestoſo many iniquities, 
do ſuffer your ſelues tobee ſeduced by this 
G OLDEſoillgotren. 

There remaineth their inquiſition which 
ſerueth their turne rather to robthe goods 
of the innocent and miſerable, then to con- 
taine men in any religion, ſwherot they were 


| butasitwere a maske and muffler. 


Thus Spaine — to bee diſpeo- 
pled by theſe cruelties intollerable and by 


| theeA4/caualle, which they call therenthpen- 
| nyofcuery thing boughte and foulde, yea 
| :ofthe very habit which:youſhall cary newe 
| 1n your cloake bagges.. Who ſhall then

Butifthe lawes do pu- 
niſh a man for hauing llaine a man who is 
his like, by how much more ſtrong reafon 
ſhall thoſe be puniſhed, who do nor only kill 
a man,butprocurethe entire death and de- 
ſtruction of akingdome? | 
The king of Sparre,who here tofore ſaid, 
that we muſt cometo notretic ofpeace with 
our king being ſwarued from the faith, cea- 
ſednotinthe meanrime;and giveth not yer ' 
ouer toaſlay by all meanes to make/peace | 

with his ſubieQsof Holand and Zeland,who 
arc 
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are Lurheriens, Caluiniſts or Anabapriſtes, 
He offrethto leaue them their free exerciſe 


of religion,to let them haue their cittiesand | 
gouernments in the ſame eſtate wherin they | 


polleſle the, demandeth only at their handes_ 


that they woulde but acknowledge him for 
their king. Butthole States ful wel knowe to- 
whom they appertaine, and what manner a 
thing the Spaniſh domination is, & thatthis 
nation doth applaud,as doththe Crocodile 


 whenſhe wil caſt forth her venome or bite: 


witnes be the poor Earls of Aignemont & of 
Horz put cruelly to death, notwithſtanding 
their ſeruices done, forthe reducing of coun 
tics into his obedience, &the faithto them 
promiſed. The death alſo procured by poi- 
ſon,as is ſaid to the poor Lord of Montigny 
the endofthe poore Marqueſle of Bergwes, 
and ofal the Nobility which by one or other 
meanethey race and root cleane out. 

King Henry the fourth can wel telhow to 
defic all their falſe drifts, & he miſtruſteth 
their cunning cariages,for all their ſending 
him the portraite of the infant: He may too 
well knowe, how when Ferdinando of Arra- 


gonthe laſt, & Phi{p Archduk o f Auſtria, 
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were in treaty of the mariage of Madam 
Claudi of Fraunce with Charles the fifth, the 
father of this Philepnowe rayning, and after 
the mariage concluded, ſworne and confir- 
med ar Blozs, the king of Fraunce Lewes the 
twelfth his Lieutenants miſtruſting nothing 
the Spainards ranne ypponthem defeating 
two French Armies the one in Calabria vn- 
der the Condu& of the Lord d'«Anbrg- 
»y the other at Cirignolla lead, by the Duke 
of Nemours the Lord Lewes d Armignac : the 
cheife commanders of the Spaniards alled- 
ging for all excuſes that they had heard of 
no'prohibition giuen them from their mai- 
ſter, to make warres. 
Atthis preſent the king of Spaine being 
fthe age of ſixty 9. yeares and aboue yn- 


luſtly of his perſon(as he is doubtles) ſeerh 


himſelfe at the period ofhis ſubriltics, can- 


nottel by what meanes to keepe that which 
he hath purloined from others; his faire pro 
miſes vapour away to nothing, his mind is 
bewraycd and his counſels diſcoucred, Hee 
ſecketh to helpe himſelfe with the feebler 
{ide in Fraunce,to the endto keepe vs ſtil in 
war,for feare leaſt the weaker parte through 

wait 
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want of mcans ſhould abandonthe war, hee 
would make vs knocke one another onthe 
heades, that he may make his preic on vs at- 
terward. He goethabouttocut our throats 
with our own kniues, and to ouerthrowe ys 
with our owne weapons, becauſe by hishee 
knoweth he cannot do it. He entertaineth 
the warre in our country,for feare leaſt wee 
ſetypon himinhis owne: And if that parte 
which he takerh ſhould become the ftron- 
ger,he would incontinent war ypon it. He is 
notyert cometo ſollicite (as they call them) 
the Huguenotes of Fraunceto rebell againſt 
King Hemrie the fourth, and to wage warre 
ypon him. =. 

Let then all Princes and Potentatestake 
heed of the enterpriſes and counſels of fo 
charitable a neighbour : And you French- 
men,learnto be wife by your owne harmes: 
I adiure you all by the honour and reſpett 
_ bearc vnto God, by the faith, loue and 
oyaltic you owe to King Henry the fourth, 
giuen by God vntoFraunce, fonne to your 
predeceſſor Kings,ifſued from the loynes of 
S. Lewes,and by the charity yee owe to your 
countric,andtothe fafctic,of your {clues,of 

your 
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your wines and of your children, and tothe 
conſcruation of eur religion, Temples and 
Fortunes,ceaſe among your ſelues this pee- 
uiſh rebcllion(if as yerithaue place in anic 
of you) and reduce it to a due obedience, 
which onely can make next after the gracc 
of God ſpring againe vpon vs the bliſle of 
our fathers and the peace and tranquillitic 
of their goldenages, 

Some preach thatreligionis ingreat icopar 
die, & that many of the fathers inthe primi- 
tiue Churchare dead for the catholick faith, 
andthat we mult die for the ſame :Igrantir, 


but they muſt giue vs the Scripturesas they 


; areynderſtood.Weare already to die when 
(they ſhal forccys to renounce our Sauiour 


Teſus Chriſt, & to ſacrifice vnto [dols. Then 


| and no otherwiſe ought death to bee endu- 
 redin this caſe,ſo haue thoſe fathers recea- 


uedit,& we will dic before we will bee other 
than followers of the true Catholike and A- 
poſtolike religion. Our fathers inthe church 
fledintime of perſecution & none ofthem 
hauereſiſted kings in armes,finding it better 
to ſuffer then to reuo!t. Our Lord alſo coun- 
{clled his Apoſlles to flic in time of perſecu- 

: tlon

tion from one cittyeto an other, and notto 
make any reliſtance by armes, 

And ye the Lords of the Cleargy, knowe 
ye tnatthe dottrine which God hath giuen vs 
(on you principally as a pledge of his grace) 

all neuer gette his perfe&and reſplendent 
brightneſle, as long as theſe bloudy warres 
ſhall rrouble the ſweete ſtreams flowing from 
ſo goodlya fountain. O how the league doth 
well ſhew it ſelfe to be come from the loweſt 
cauernes of hell, ſithir putteth diuiſtonname- 
ly among the Catholikes, who being vnited 
rogether might liuely haue ſet yponthe Heri- 
tikes and by faire warcutoft many thouſands 
ofthem. Knowe that you haue necde of the 
materiall ſword, which is that ofthe kinge, to 
make you liuc in fatery, reſt, and iuſtice, and 
ro maintain this our religion which isthe trew 
ſoule of the body of our eſtate. And ure, 
needefull it isro conſerue the kingdome in 
his entire body without diuiding it into his 
mebers,for fear lcaſtby the cutting offot ſom 
one principal, this ſoule take his flight away. 
Behold I pray you the fruit ofthe preachings 
of ſome amongſt you,and poſſible(albeit not 
all.) moued with a good zeale but notruled 
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as faith the Apoſtle according to knowledge 
but whathaue you done?truhe you haue fur- 
niſhed bellows and ſtraw to kindle the coales 
of our quarrel. O furic:O madneſle:ynbeſee- 
ming your Prieſthood. So is it come to paſſe, 
thatmillionsof your flocks are periſhed with 
out confeſsion,without ſacramentes, without 
ſepulture:Of a hundred Churches ſcarce ſhal 
ye finde one ſtanding whole, nor in ten pari- 
ſhes hardlic one pariſh-prieſt, if it bee not in 
the countries reduced to the Kinges obedi- 
ence, This was the matter that moued Mour- 
freurV1gor, one ofthe moſt famous Doors 
of diuinirie in France, & for his ſingular lear- 
ning made by the holie Father Archbiſhop 
of Narbona to fay in his ſermons vppon the 
feaſt of Trinitie and S. Martin: 7f God woulde 
fo much affiift vs as to gruevs a King whowere 


A a Turke or an Herettke , yet muſt not wee leuie 
/ 


Armes agarnſtehim , nor warre vppon him, 
for the great mſchiefes which enſue thereupon, 
Theſe very words are cotained in the books 
imprinted before the troubles , bur are mali- 
cioutlic put outinthe new imprinted by the 
League,for feareJeaſt this knife of truth ſhuld 
cutthe throate oftheſe ſuppoſtes of __ 
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who could not abide fo gooda leflonin fo 
good an authour. 

Butnow our King is, God bee thanked, 
moſt Catholike, and when hee were not fo, 
God who cauſed himſelfto be entegiſtredin 
the records of the Emperour eAuguſtus,wher 
he cauſed the whole world to be taxed: % the 
commandement to pay the tribute vnto / t- 
ſar,albeit he werea prophane Pagan: the ex- 
ample alſo of Saint Pau/who appealed vnto 
Neroa moſt wicked &mperour, ſhew that the 


King being ſuch as God ſendeth to take the , 
royal place, is to be obeyed, The examples 


likewiſe of the thirtie three Popesbeing all | 


ara. died conſecutiuelic one after ano ; 


ther haue ſhewedvs the ſame,who neuer cau- 
ſed ſwordtrobe vnſheathed againſt the perſe; 
cuting emperours orany other heretikes, 
The ſame didsS. Gregory the Pope, dedica- 
ting hisdialogues to Theodol/inda wite to eAgt- 
lulpbus King of Lombards,holding as yet then 
his paganiſme that thorowthe ſweet perſwa- 
ſion of his vvife, he might be broughtto chri- 
ſtianiſme & purchaſe peace vntothe church, 
Did not Pope Leo the like profſtrating him- 
ſelfe at the feet of the vvicked eArtilas,, No 


leſle did Pope Iohn the firſt of that name, 
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ooing from Rome to { onſtantinople to the 
Emperour 14/t:z, to pray him to ſet openthe 
Temples of the Arrians, which he had cauſed 
to be ſhut yp fearing leaſt the Arrians,which 
might conſume ohibeniſctues would diſturb 
aad trouble the pe accable eſtate &tranquil- 
ity of the Church. 

Doubtye not alſo but that our holy father 
the Pope moued by theſe examples wil ſeeke 
to repaire the wrong donne vnto our king,by 
ſome miſinformed ofhis iuſtice, or pos(1bly 
cariedheadlong away with the Spaniſh paſ- 
ſen. He ſhallfind him to bee ſucha one that 
heis the eldeſtſonne ofthe Church :hee will 
call to mind how our king is deſcended from 
thoſe, who haue conſecrated and giuen in 
almes to the Church , the faireſt lowers of 
their garland, and the beſt of their good. A- 
las! His holinefle cannotdo lefle for our king 
Henry the fourth, then by one of hisprede- 


ceſlors hath beene donne within theſe fewe } 


yeares to the Quene of Sweden being excom- 
Ahern oro wekncteninng — 
municatedandin relapſe,receauing her with 


all ioy and gladneſſe in the perſon of her em- 

baſl = atothe boſome of the church. 
The hohe fathers haue neuer refuſed the | 
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penitent princes, witnefſe bee the peace of 
Conſtance and other decrees, wherof the hi- 
ſtories and holie Councels are fully repleni- 
ſhed. His Holinefſe may ſee how much is en- 
uiedthe ſhacre,whichgod hath giuen our king 


inthe carth : Butheeſhall ſay to the king of 


Span, the greateſt ſpiter thereof, that which 
Pope Borrface the 8 told moſt wiſely Alberrus 
of Auſtria, who by his cunning working cau- 
ſed himſelfe to be eleted Emperour, tothe 
preiudice of Witham Earle of Naſſau, then 
Emperour of Germanie, whome he ſlewein 
battel,he ſhal telhim,Iſay, thathee who hath 
flaine the Emperour with his own hand is vn- 
worthy to bee inueſted and confirmed inthe 
Empire.Forit is by his onely hand and hand- 
lingthatthis death and (laughteris purchaſed 
in our kingdom of France, wherein he went 
about and was willing to cauſe himſclte to 


be called king , but God bee thanked, hee 


hathloſt his labour therein, 


The holie father who was in thetime of Ema 
nuel Emperor ofthe Eaft,wold not oncehar- 
ken tothe offers hee made him to cauſe the 
Greek Church to bee reunited with the La- 


tine ypon condition that the Empire of the 
E 3 Weſt 
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Weſt, being vacant by reaſon of the depriua- 
tion of Frederick, ſhuld be reunited with that 
ofthe Eaſt:foreſecing alſo that itwasa matter 
greatly to be ſuſpeted whereby to make the 
vniuerſall Church, to depende but of one 
only power among men : and ſhould his Ho- 
lineſle ſo much weaken a King ora kingdom, 
of Frice,whichis the true arme ofthe church 
to ſuffer allrhe world to be ouerflowne with 
a king anda prouince meer mixed with races 
of Moores, Saracensand Gothes, than with 
true Chriſtians , hauing more holines and 
reſpe& to ſacred thinges,than is borne tothe 
leaſt village in Fraunce? 

His Holineſſe ſhall know that the kinges of 
Fraunce &their peoples haue bentrheir for- 
ces & made good for the Church, then when 
Aſia, Afrike, Spaine,talic, andalmoſt all the 
world were full of Arrianiſme and hereſies, 
let him remember alſo ( and his ſucceſſors 
may foreuer cal happilie to remembrance in 
their holy ſea)how that inthe year otthe birth 
of king Philip of Sparze at this preſent was fa-

&profaned the temples & churches of Rome 
which Azr:/as beeing named for his inhumain 
cruclties,the ſcourge of God, retuſed, todo. 


King Henry the tourth of France, knoweth ' 


moe wel,that he muſt one day giue accompt 
O 


his charge,& that God wil cauſe himto be 
obcycd, honored and ſerucd of his ſubie&s, 
as he wil obey, honour and ſcrue God: Hee 
knoweth how the firſt marſha!l, kingand fa- 
ther ofthe whole worlde e4dam, before his 
fall, was reſpected of all liuing creatures, as 
Lord thereof, but after his reuolte the veric 
beaſtes rebelledagainfthim,the Lyon began 
ro diſmember &rear him in peeces,the horſe 
to kick and winch athim,the dog to ſnarl and 
bite at him,and ſo al the reſt in their kinds be- 
gan to bende all the vigour of their furiesa- 
gainſt him andthat God hathpoſhibly permir 
tedthe ſameto b2doneto him by ſome of his 
ſubies(albeit it rhey turn not again to their 
allegeance, they can neuer eſcapethe diuine 
vengeance, becauſe their kinghath by the 
ſuggeſtion of his cnemies wandered aſtray 
inRelizion. His Maieſty knoweth too wel 
that hee cannotpurchaſe the grace of God 


X being aduanced by him into a more emi- 
nent 
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nent than they in all maner of yertuous aQi- 
ons, Heeſheweth already by the diligence 
which he vſerh in feats of armes, that as he is 
far gone in the iourny ofthis agc;and ther re- 
maining for him ſo many things to be done in 
the world (the honour andijlabour whercof it 
ſecmeth that God hath reſcrued for him ) he 
wil imitate the birds ofthe more northen na- 
tions, wherethe day hauing but one hower of 
length, they flie more couragioutly & more 
ſwiftly then any other of theaire. For he hath 
ina {mall time reduced into his obedience 
the moſt of the people of his kingdome, and 
ſheweth them by the mild{dealing he vſerh to- 
wards them, that he hath conquered them not 
forhis owne particular good, butto bring 
them into their greater caſe andſccuritie. 

Alreadie his Maieſty doeth meditate no- 
thing els but to make ofhis court the cabinet 
of themoſt excellent &rareſtthinges of the 
earth,and that therein ſhall be found the moſt 
vertuous, honeſt, and beſt accompliſhed men 
of this world. Vertue ſhall bein eſteem if cuer 
it were:he pretendeth ſo ſoonas he ſhal haue 
fatiſied thoſe vato whom his people(miſera- 
ble asitis)hath fortheir follies paſt com 
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ned to promiſe recompences,quite toaboliſh, 
or ſo to moderate the taxes that his poore ſub- 
ieesſhal haue cauſe for ever to pray vnro the 
Almightic for him,and his memorie thereicre 
may be ſacred to ail poſteri.1e. Heis not igno- 
rant how by the too great e:ccefle of the faide 
taxes his peovle remaineth in languithing ſort, 
& the nobilitie who foiloweth him is made poor 
becauſe the Pezant cannot nor date not till the 
lands of the nobility 8: of others for tear ofthe 
ſaid taxes,by means wherofthe groiid ſhould ly 
barren,without tillage, &the Nobilitie, which 
hath no other riches bur ofthe glebe & ſoylcan 
nolongerfollow and ſcrue him,northe people 
of the country,or husbandman he veric forge 
of all commodities of the kingdome, ſuccour 
him any longer. | 

Yecthen ofthe Nobility(ifthere bee any of 
this qualitic who wil againſt the deuoir ot his 
profeſsion weare the skarfe of the League in 
ſteed of our white collour of the flowres de 
Luce of France) what honor think youto leauc 
to your children,to ſay that you haue foſtered 
and nouriſhed this moſtrous Hydra the league, 
which hath brought foorth vnto ys & our chil- 
drenſo many miſchiefs and miſeries. Sec you 
thatyou ſtop vp the light and brightacsof your 
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races vnder theſinders of your rebellion?Take

Alas;they arefix foldas many as they were be 
fore. Where is this reſtabliſhment of religion? 
Alas they haue beaten downe to the grounde 
and robbed your churches; the priefts them« 
ſclues taking armeshaue run into a thouſande 
villainics . Conſider that there is in Fraunce 
neither iuſtice norpublik force, but from your 
king, which may ſauegard yefrom injury . Per- 
ceaue ye nothow youempouerith your ſelues 
daly,and that theſe hunger-ftarued gouernors 
whoſe rebellion ye nourith, will ſtiffe you one 


of theſe daies to haue your bloud,will flea you 
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to haue your skins, ſecing that amongſtthem 
the richeſt hath noughtto live ypon,ifitbe not 
ypon your ſubſtance, nor any commoditie, 
which they forge notalreadic ypon your bat- 
tered Anuile. Liue, liue vnder your king, and 
vnder his ſawes,chace farfrom youtheſe hire- 
ling- preachers of ſedition, this miſerable fie- 
rers and deſtroyers of our countrie :itis not 
religion but rebellionthey preach: away with 
them. The Duke de Mame acknowledgeth al- 
readie thathe hath bene deceiued and abuſed 
by them. All the world knoweth it : and there 
is hope, ſeeing thatthe Crowne (as faid Titus 
Veſpatians ſon, called for his yertuc and good- 
neſle the delight and darling of rhe worlde) 
isagift of God, beſtowed on him whome hee 
pleaſeth by his onlie hand and pure will, thar 
the ſaid Duke of Marne will reknowledge his 
Maieſtie for his King, and will repoſe more 


confidence inhimthanin any other prince li- 


uing. Well hee knoweththat the Maximees of 
Sparne are firſt to make a hande of them, who 
aide themin the Conqueſt of their prouinces, 
ſayingiuftlic thatthey cinort credit the faith of 
them who haue failed inthat which they owe to. 
their owne countrie:and whenall that were not 
ſo, neucr was there man who followed them 

but 
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butis dead miſerably.The (aid Duke of Maine, 
hath done but too much for his part, when hee 
had had place but torcuengerhe death of his 
brethrewherunto K, Henrythe 4.was neuercon 
ſcnting.If he paſſe further, he remaneri for cuer 
molt culpable and blameworthy. Lethim not 
thenletilip this good occaſion, whileſt the time 
is thathe may comein and yeeld himſelt to his 
king with honor,making ſhew ofthe common 
pretext of religion, & ot no other thing to haue 
mcooucd him to take armes,andlet him call to 
minde how hee hath todcale with a kinge of 
France who ſhal neuer be without ſucceſlor to 
reuenge all inuries : thathis maieſty may one 
day come toan accord with the K. of Spaine, 
and fo thenby that meane this Duke may re- 
maine oppretled and of ſmall eſteeme. Lethim 
confeſle that eucry Chriſtian ought to leuell 
onely at the ſaluation of his ſoule,the whichhe 
cannever obtainat Gods hands, norany good 
forhis children, but inreſtoringyvnro his kinge 
thar which he detained vniuſtly from his king- 
dome, againſt the dutie ofa ſubteR, a vaſlall 
and an officer tothe crowne.

Flanders, of Artois, and of Charrolor, the 
fict day of Iuly, 1 4 99. the faideLorde 
Chancellour being then in the Cittie of 
eArras, inthe Bithoppes pallace: Andfor 
that ſuch great ates, and ceremonies, 
which haue bin vſed and obſerucd there- 
intothe honour, cxaltation, profit, and 
aduantage of the King and his Crowne, 
are worthie of perpetuall memorie : I 
haue beene ſo bolde ar his inſtance , to 
couch in writing , all thatI could (ce and 
vnderſtand,touching this preſent a and 
buſines,and eſpecially ſince the nine and 
rwentie of Tune laitpaſt, vntill the fift of 
Tuly , nextenſuing. Andto cometo the 
matter, certaine and true itis, that the 
Lord Chancellor departed the ſame day, 
at after dinner , from Dourlent in the 
countrie of Picardy, to goc for the Cittie 
of eArras, where he arriued before night, 
beingall the way accompanied with the 


Lordes de RaneFtain , and ue la Gruture, 
with

ſame place, Maſter ChrifZopher de Cremona, 
Counſellers of ſtate and ordinarie Ma- 
ſters of Requeſts ofthe Kings houſe, Ma- 
ſter Ralfe de Launoy Baily of Amiens, Ma- 
ſter Francis d Eftam , Hugh de Baigel, At- 
maury de Quingui ville , Nicholas de Foix, 
Phulip d'Eftas, Richard Nepueu, Peter ae la 
Uernada, common Counſellers : Mace 
Touftain , the Kings Proctor generall in 
his Priuie Counſell, John Bourdelot, the 
Kings Proctor generall in his Courte of 
Parliament at Par: eAntony le Vifte, Re- 
Siſter of the Chauncery of France : Dreux 
Bude, Fohn de Uillebreſme,Ralfe Guyot,Phi- 
bp Maillart, Notaries and Secretaries to 
his Maieſtie and to me. Andas the Lord 
Chauncellor came with this traine with- 
ina mile and halfe of the Citrie of eArras, 
riding in gallant order, hauing before 
him the Gentleman Vſher of the priuie 
Councell, carrying vpon his ſhoulder in 
open ſighthis mace,grauenandimboſled 


with the Kings Armes : after the Gentle- 
F 2 man 
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man Vſher followed next the Clarke of 


the Signet, who carried the Scale, as the 
vic is, when the Lord Chauncellor rideth 
his circuits into the Countrey: oneither 
{ide of this Clarke ofthe Signet, marched 
one of the two kinges of Armes of our 
Lord the King, enrobed with their coates 
of Armes, to wit, eMozt-1oye, the chiefe 
king of Armes of Frazce,and Normanale: 
here came to meete the Lorde Chancel- 
lor,the Biſhop of Cambray,T homas de Pleu- 
res, Knight, Chancellor to the Archduke, 
the Lorde Earle of Naſſau, the Lorde of 
Fiennes, and diuers others both Knightes 
and Squiers, moſt of them of the Arch- 
dukes Councell. The Biſhop addreſſing 
himſeltc rowards the Chancellor, ſignifi- 
edynto him; that the Lordes of his com- 
panie were ſent by the Archduke his Ma- 
ſter,toinforme him,that the ſaide Lorde 
Archduke was moſt ioyfull of his ariuall, 
and likewiſe of that, of all the other Lords 
in traine with him, & that they were al the 
welcomeſt menthat might be, with other 

faire 
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faire ſpeeches, gentle greetings, & ſweete 
ſalutations: all this nobilitie doing great 
reuerence and honour to the L. Chancel- 
lor, and gluing princely entertainement 
to all the Nobles of his troupe : for the 
which the L. Chancellor returned moſt 
honorable thankes to the Archduke, and 
to the other Lordes, who were come thi- 
ther in his behalfe. And ſoone after they 
on both ſides tooke their way to goe vn- 
to the Cittie, As the whole company arri- 
ued at the entrance of the Suburbes, the 
Chancellor was met by the Archduke 
himſelfe, who to receiue him the more 
honorablic,and tomeete him by the way, 
was departed on horſebacke from the 
Abbey of Saint Vas, in the Cittie of Arras, 
and had paſſed cleane through the grea- 
teſt ſtreete thereof. And ſo ſoone as the 
Archduke , accompanied with a great 
number both of Knightes of his order, 
with Squiers and other officers of his 
houſehold, who were marſhalled on euc- 
ry ſide, to. make way and place for the 

F 3 Chan- 
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Chancellor, and thoſe of his traine to 
paſſe, perceiued the Chancellor, hee put 
his hand to his hatte, and vncouering his 
head, haſtened on his Mule to march to- 
wards the Lorde Chancellor, whom hee 
embraced, holding till his hat in hand, 
and there gaue him the gentle welcome : 
demaunding him in this manner, How 
dooth myLordetheKing? To whomthe 
Chancellor anſwered, very well God bee 
thanked, as hee intended to declare vnto 
him more amply. The like great enter- 
tainement gaue this Archduke to the 
Lordes of RaweHain and /a Gruture , falu- 
ting graciouſly the Maſters of Requeſts, 
and the other of the KingsCounſaile,who 
were there preſent, After many friend- 
ly ſpeeches and countenances paſt, be- 
tweene the Archduke, the Chancellor, 
and the Lorde RazeFatn, the Archduke 
holding ſtill his hatte in his hand , and 
would not bee couered,except the Chan- 
cellor would alſoput on: the Archduke 
and the Chancellor roade on their way, 


ro 
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ro enter into the Cittie, the Chancellor 
ſill holdivg the right hand, and the Gen- 
tleman V{her to the Kings Councel, bea- 
ring vp his mace in open ſight, and the 
Clarke of the Signet, hauing the Kinges 
ſcale vpon his backe, as the cuſtome is, 
when the Chancellor rideth thorough 
the Kingdome , and the two Kinges of 
Armes1ntheir order, aor was there any 
other there, on the behalfe of the Arch- 
duke or Chancellor:which thing was,and 
hath been greatly noted, as well by the 
Archdukes people and officers, as by the 
other Cittiſens and Countrie, whereof 
there wasno ſmall number, both within 
the Cittie and without, thither flocked 
to beholde this their magnificent en- 
trance, Thus the Archduke conducted 
along the Lorde Chancellor ſtill parling 
ynto him , vncouering his head often- 
times, and by no meanes would not pur 
on againe, except the Chancellor were 
couered as ſoone as hee: and thus did hee 
bring himalong, ynto the verie porch of 


the 
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the cloyſter of the great Church: whence 
the Archduke would by all force carrie 
him into the Biſhops Pallace,in the which 
the Lorde Chancellor hath alwaies been 
lodged, nor coulde the entreaties and 
requeſts which the Chancellor made vyn- 
to him to content himſelfe, thathee had 
done ſo much vnto him for the honour 
of his King preuaile any thing at all. Vp- 
on theſe enterparlies, the Archduke de- 
parting from the Chancellor, withdrew 
himſelte into the Cittie of eArras, to his 
lodging inSaint Vashis Abbey: and the 
Lorde Chancellor into the Biſhops pal- 
lace,accompanied with the Earle of Na/- 
ſau, and other great perſonages of the 
Archdukes houſe: and afterward cuerie 
one of the Chancellors trayne retyred 
themſelues into ſuch lodgin gs astheher- 
bingers had appoynted for them. After 
many goings and commings to andfro, 
waich by the Lorde Biſhoppe Thomas de 
Pleures, the Countic Naſſau, the Lord of 
Mont-labais,and other of the Archdukes 
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officers, during all the dayes of Mun- 
day, Tueſday, Wedneſday and Thurſ- 
day following, being the firſt, ſecond, 

third, and fourth of Iuly, were made to 
the Chauncellour into his lodging, to 
treate and conclude ypon ſome poynts 
andarticles propounded by the Kinges 
ProQorgenerall in his Courte of Parli- 
ament. The ſaid matters comming to an 
flue, vponthurſdaye requeſt was made 
by the Archdukes officers tothe Lorde 
Chancellor, that he would prepare him- 
ſclfe to receiue. the Homage which the 
faide Archduke was bound to doe to the 
King, by reaſon of his Peere-dome and, 
Earledome of Flanders, and likewiſe for 
his Countries of Artois and {harrolors, 
and-other territories helde of the King: 
our Soucraigne becauſe of his Crowne: 

and for-this purpoſe to aſſigne: a-daye 
and howerto the Archduke, to the-end. 


heemightcome' to him to doc-kis Ho-! 


mape. To whom the Chauncellor gaue 
oy aunſwere: that yponthe: morrowe. 
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which was Friday, and the fift daye of 
the moneth, were it about nine or ten a 
clocke in the morning hee ſhoulde bee 
readic to take it: the which both daye 
and houre were accepted by thoſe the 
Archdukes officers. For this purpoſe 
the Lord Chauncellor gaue commaun- 
dement to prouide and ſet in order a 
place in the ſecond great hall of his 
lodging, the which ſhould bee hanged 
rounde about with rich Tapiſtries, and 
therein another little place to be moun- 
req higher then the reſt by two ſteppes, 
where ſhould bee ſet a chayre of eſtate, 
coſtly trimmed, and couered with flow- 
erde luces cuery where embrodered in 
golde, on the which hee would bee ſea- 
ted,during the dooing of this Homage: 
and gauc them the wordes which were 
to bee pronounced touching this Ho- 
mage, which was all done accordingly. 
Fryday being come, aboutthehower of 
ten a clocke in the morning, the Chan- 
cellor being inhis chamber "ay 
nic

nicd with the Maſters of Requeſtes of 
the Kings houſe, thoſe of his Counſel, 
the Baylic of «Amiers, andall the reſt a- 
bouc named, worde was brought him 
by Maſter Thomas de Pleures, and by 0- 
thers the Archdukes officers, how the 
Archduke was departed from his lodg- 
ing, and was comming towards him to 
dochis Homage, and thar hee ſhoulde 
diſpoſe and ſeate himſelfe inplace con- 
uenient,to receiue theſame, To whome 
the Chauncellor replied, that ſo ſoone 
as hee ſhoulde appeare in theplace ap- 
poynted for the receite thereof, he was 
and .woulde bec readie. Two ſeuerall 
times beſide this, came there other his 
officers, both of his Chamberlains and 
Secretaries, to tell him the firſt time how 
the Archduke was arriued in the firſt 
hall, which ioyned to the ſecond, albeit 
the Chancellor moued not a whit there- 
fore. Andart the ſecond time, for that 
thoſe officers affirmed their Lorde the 
Archduke was entered into the ſecond 

G 2 hall, 
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hall, as true it was, and alſo for that the 
Lorde dela Gruture, and Maſter Robert 
de Framezelles the Kings Chamberlaine, 
who with the-Lorde de RaueHain, had 
accompanied the Archduke from his 
lodging into the ſaid ſecond-greathall, 
cameto certifie the Chauncellour how 
the Archduke was alreadie in the pro- 
perplace, appoynted and prouidedfor 
the ſaide Homage: then the Chancellor 
attyred in a robe of Crymſon Yeluer, 
andwith his haton his head came one- 
ly foorth of his chamber, which ioyned 
cloſe to the great hall, in manner as fol- 
loweth : You muſt then knowe, the Lord 
Chancellor had before him the Gentle- 
man Vſher of the priuic Counſel], cary- 
ing:his Mace aloft in open fight, who 
ſo ſoone as hee was come foorth of the 
Chamber, and entered into the ſecond 
great hall, becauſe therein was altcadie 
ſo great a number of people thronging 
one on another,as wel ofthe Archdukes 
| officers asof others, that aman coulde 
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hardly turne himſclfe, beganne with a 
loude voyce to crye out intheſe wordes 
three or foure times: Roome, Roome, 
make Roome my maſters, giue place 
there before. After the ſaide Yſher 
marched the two kings of Armes of our 
King, enrobed with our Kinges coates 
of Armes: then followed the Chauncel 
lour, and after him the Maſters of Re- 
queſtes of the priuie Counſell, and then 
the Notaries and Secretaries. of. the 
King our Lorde with whom:I was. And 
for that the Lorde Chancellor gaue me 
commaund before his departure out of 
his chamber, that I ſhould take vp ſome 
place fit to beholde the ſaide Homage, 
and to heareas well the wordes of him, 
as of the Archduke, which ſhould be vt- 
tered and ſpoken bythem both, 'andto 
ſer downethe ſame in writing,as I _—_ 
beſt deuiſe, Iwas not negligent to doe 
it. And you muſt knowe as the Chancel- 
lorapproached the chayre, wherein hee 


was to fitte downc; the Archduke, who 
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toode hard by it, attending the com- 
ming of the ſaide Lorde Chancellor,pur 
off his bonnet incontinent, and thus be- 
ſpake the Chancellor: My Lorde, GOD 
giuc you good morrowe, and with that 
bowed his head yery low: butthe Chan- 
ccllor without ſpeaking any worde at 
all, put onely bis hand to his hat hee had 
on his head, not dooing it off at all,then 
fathim downe in his — eng and forth- 
withone of the kinges of Armes, as or- 
der was giuen himby the Chauncellor, 
cryed witha loude voyce three times: 
Peace, Silence,keepe Silence there, Af- 
ter this, the Archduke bare headed pre- 
ſented himſelfe tothe Lorde Chancellor 
todoe his Homage, ſaying : My Lord, I 
am come to you to doc the Homage 
whichTIam bound to doe to myLorde 
the King,touching my Peere-dome and 
Countries of Flanders, :Artois,and Char- 
roloss, the whichTholde of my Lorde the 
| King,bythe right of his Crowne. Then 
the Lorde Chauncellour ſitting in his 

| chayre, 
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chayre, his hat vpon his head, deman- 
ded him whether hee had any girdle, 
dagger,or other weapon : to whome the 
Archdukelifring vp the laps of his core, 
which was vngirded, replied, hee had 
none. So ſoone as hee had lo ſaide,the 
Chauncellor put both his two hands be- 
tweene his owne, and holding them ſa 
faſt ioyned together , the Archduke 
would haue bowed himſelfe downe,ma- 
king ſhew to fall on his knees, which the 
Chauncellor woulde not permit him to 
do : butin lifting him vp againe by his 
two hands, which hee held faſt as wee 
faide before, ſpake theſe wordes: Your 
good will ſufiſeth.Thenthe Chauncel- 
lor began with himin this manner, hol- 
ding FF his handes faſt cloſed within 


his, the ſaide Archduke ſtanding all this 
while bare headed,and forcing himſelfe 
to fall ypon his knees: You become the 
vaſlal ofthe King your SoueraignLord, 
and you doc him faith and liege Ho- 


mage, by reaſon of your Peere-dome 
and 
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and Earledome of Flanders, and alſo of 
the Earledomes of «Arthois, and of Char- 
rolois, and of all other the landes which 
you holde, which are of his demaynes 
and held of the King in right of his 
Crowne : you promile to ſerue him vn- 
till death incluſtuely towardes and a- 
gainſte all thoſe who may liue anddye, 
exceptingnone : to procure his good, 
and to auoyde his hurt, and to carrie 
and acquite your ſelfe towards him , as 
towards your Soucraine Lord, Yyhere- 
unto the Archduke made this anſwere: 
By my faith ſo I promiſe, and fo will I 
performe it.. This done and faide, the 
LordeChauncellour vied theſe wordes 
vnto him: AndI receive you, excepting 


the right of tne King in other thinges, 


and others in all. Afterward hee turned 
his cheeke to him, on the which the Lord 
Chauncellor kiſt him. Whenthe Arch- 
duke requeſted and demanded art the 


Chancellors handes letters teſtimonial! 


of the receite of the ſaid homage, which 
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the Chancellor commanded me to dif- 
patch and giue him. Then the Chancel- 
lorroſe vp from hischaire, and yncoue- 
ring his head, did his reuerence to the 
Archduke with theſe tearmes. My Lord 
I did euen nowe ſupply the office of a 
King,repreſenting hisperſon,andatthis 
preſentT am but Gy of Rochefort, your 
moſt humble ſeruant, alwayes ready to 
ſeruc you, towardesthe King my Soue- 
raigneLord and Maſter, in whatſocuer 
It ſhall pleaſe you ro commaund me: 
whereof the Archduke gaue him many 
harty thiks, with theſe curteous words: 
my Lorde ChancellorI thanke you, and 
beſeech you euermore that you will in 
all mine affaires towardes my Lorde the 
King, thinke vpon me and haue me in 
remembrance, Witnes my manual ſcale 
put hereunto the firſt day of Auguſt. 
I499. Sic Signatum. AMYTS,
